West End NSL clubs met in Sydney last weekend and 
were told that over $75,000 is owed to the league from 
clubs relegated last season. 

The meeting also revealed details of sponsorship deals involving 
the South Australian Brewing Company, Beach Fashions and 
Mitre. 

The SA brewers will give the league a cash grant of $256,000 
this year, $275,000 next year, $300,000 in 1989 and $325,000 in 
1990. 

Beach Fashions, new sponsors of the Leisurewear Cup, will give 
the league $35,000 this year, $40,000 in 1988 and $45,000 in 1989. 
Beach Fashions also will supply West End WSL clubs with an 
extensive range of their products. 

Apart from supplying match and training balls, Mitre also will 
give the league $15,000 this season. 

And club bosses were told that league officials still are negotiat- 
ing with prospective sponsors and hope to announce other deals 
shortly. 

SBS TV will spend $50,000 this year to secure rights to West End 
NSL matches. SBS plans to screen at least six live “Match of the 
Day" programs in 1987 and also will cover the Leisurewear Na- 
tional Cup which gets underway on April 8, involving just the 14 
NSL clubs. 

Two clubs will have a bye in the first round of the cup, The first 
two rounds are expected to be organised on a regional basis and 
the final will be a two-legged affair. All Cup games will be played 
on Wednesday nights. 

The total prizemoney for the 1987 Leisurewear National Cup is 
$67,000. First round winners will receive $2,000 while losers and 
the two clubs with a bye will get $1,000. Second round winners 
receive $2,500, losers get $1,500; semi-final winners receive 
$3,000, losers $2,000 and the Cup winner will earn $14,000 in 
prizemoney with the runner-up receiving $7,000. 

Affiliation fees for 1987 were set at $20,060 per club, to be paid 
in $5,000 instalments, the first by February 5, the second by 

ren 5, the third by May 5 and the final instalment by June 5.

Each club also will pay $5,000 to the league for promotions this 
year. 

The launch of the 1987 West End NSL will be held in Sydney on 
March 23 and will cost $9,000. The end-of-year awards night will 
cost $20,000. Clubs also will contribute to the cost of producing TV 
advertising which amounts to $25,000. In all, the league has bud- 
geted to spend $60,000 on TV advertising this year. And $10,000 
has been set aside for newspaper advertising. 

Some clubs wanted to change the system of player cautions, 
preferring a system whereby three cautions automatically in- 
curred a one-match suspension but that move was outvoted. The 
current points system of a one-game suspension for accumulating 
12 points and two games for 24 points remains in force,

A few 
weeks ago in a brief essay, I 
wrote about the “Club Med” 
character of the League, that 
12 of the 14-clubs are backed 
by clubs and people fromthe!

and that, soon perhaps, all 14 
will be in the same fold. 

Once Sydney City and St. 
George, with gradually melting 
support, decide to throw in the 
towel, we won't have any non- 
Med club in the NSL until, per- 
haps, one day the Lebanese, 
Chinese, Vietnamese or the 
dormant South Americans will 
create one.

All this was plainly avoid- 
able when the NSL was form 
— and I don’t use 20/20 hind- 
sight for this statement. 

When vague plans and ideas 
were tossed about in 1975 for 
the start of the NSL, it seemed 
clear to me that the spiritual 
jeadership and organisational 
ability was provided by offi- 
cials of Hakoah and St. George, 
bulldozing the League through 
to its birth with the ASF at first 
opposed, then consenting to the 
idea — and ultimately cleverly 
gaining control. 

Both Hakoah and St. George 
felt, at that time — very cor- 
rectly, too — that withouta via- 
ble national league they 
themselves would wither into 
loblivion. 

For them the.national league 
was a matter of life and death. 

What they didn’t say was 
that the league was far less im- 
portant to clubs like Juventus 
Adelaide, Melbourne Hellas, 
Marconi and others who 
would, through the shreer 
strength.of their following, sur- 
vive if not prosper, in ANY 
league. 

That’s why the early leader- 
ship of the NSL came from 
these two clubs in the persons 
of Frank Lowy and Alex 
Pongrass. 

Had they accepted one vital 
piece of advice, perhaps the 
NSL would be a bit stronger 
and less Club-Med like’ at 
present and in the years to 
come. i$ 

My advice was simple: 
right from the start, in 1977, 
make clubs split all gate reve- 
nues, somewhat along the 
lines of the National Football 
League in the USA where the 
ratio is 60% to the home team 
and 40% to the visitors. 

It was obvious to me then, 
some 12 years ago, that be- 
cause of the peculiar geo 
graphic and other problems in 
Australia, such a split was nec- 
essary to ensure the survival of 
clubs without the huge popula- 
tions of Greek and Italian 
colonies. 

This may sound a little para- 





sitical: some may argue that I 
am advocating a system 
whereby clubs with less popu- 
lous support benefit from the 
presence of others. Yes I do. 


Such a system is not really 
new; it has been used success- 
fully in very many European 
countries for ages. 


The logic of it is simply this: 
if, say, a Hakoah team is able 
to pack a stadium in Mel- 
bourne or Adelaide, why 
shouldn't they share the finan- 
cial benefit of their own 
appeal? 


That’s exactly what has been 
happening in the NSL for many 
years. now: Hakoah, with first 
class management and coach- 
ing, have been able to domi- 
nate the NSL and, through 
their own special appeal, draw- 
ing excellent crowds in other 
cities — and at other Sydney 
grounds — without getting a 
single penny for it. 

And because they them- 
selves have no potential power- 


- base, relying on the very small 


Jewish community of Sydney, 
they are now continuously ‘flirt- 
ing with the idea of packing it 
in and forgetting about senior 
soccer. 

And all this by a club which 
has a classier clubhouse, at 
Bondi, than any other football 
(not just soccer) club in the 
country. 

Of course, I could have used 
St. George too, as an example 
who are only a few hesitant 
steps behind Hakoah but with- 
out their ally’s brilliant results. 

And this despite owning a 
marvellous, large social club 
and Sydney's most modern soc- 
cer stadium... 


Meanwhile, Sydney Olympic 
and their predecessors, Pan 
Hellanic, haven't got either a 
clubhouse or a home ground to 
show for some 30 years of 
‘effort...’ but will survive in 
the NSL because there happen 
to be some 300,000 Greeks in 
Sydney (maybe 200,000 maybe 
400,000; I don’t know). 


Had the shared-gate tak- 
ings been part and parcel of 
the NSL from the start, the 
present lopsided ethnic distri- 
bution of clubs could have 
been avoided. 

Even Brisbane Lions (Dutch- 
based) might have survived; 
after all, for most of their NSL 
sojourn, they had one of the 
best and most progressive 
managements in the country 
and are still an affluent club 
with investments. Their only 
‘crime’ is that the largely Eng- 
lish-speaking Dutch migrants 
have been sucked into the Aus- 
tralian community and van- 
ished, rather than forming a 
“Little Rotterdam” at Marrick- 
ville, Leichhardt, Fairfield, St. 
Kilda and elsewhere. 

Of course, it’s too Jate now to 
introduce a gate sharing plan: 
the more populous clubs mere- 
ly shrug their shoulders over 
the plight of their less fortu- 
nate colleagues and try to en- 
sure their own survival. 

The time to do that was early 
in the piece when the leader- 
ship was in the hands of Ha- 
koah and St. George. 

They omitted to do it. They 
created the NSL, built a vital 
flaw. into the structure — and 
thereby ensured their own 
early demise.

Peaceful protests by supporters have helped save the 


identities of two of London’s most 


popular teams, 


Queens Park Rangers and Fulham, but more clubs are 
threatened by property developers keen to exploit their 


real estate value. 

There are 12 London teams 
in the four divisions of the Eng- 
lish League. The Aristocrats, 
Tottenham Hotspur and Arsen- 
al, are among the most power- 
ful clubs in the world but poor 
results and falling gates are 
making life difficult for their 
neighbors. 

Soccer authorities believe 
it is only a matter of time be- 
fore property developers de- 
cide the land occupied by 
ordinary football teams is too 
valuable to have a ball kicked 
around on it once a week. 

Fulham, the historic West 
London club whose colors 
were once carried by bobby 
Moore, George Best and John- 
ny Haynes, seem likely to be 
the first to fall under the 
bulldozer. 

But a proposed merger with 
neighboring Queen's Park 
Rangers was called off last 
week after onfield protests by 
fans of both teams, backed by 
concerted action from the 
game’s authorities. 

Marler Estates, which owns 
the Fulham club and its Craven 
Cottage ground, planned to 
close it down and redevelop 
the inner city site as luxury 
homes, The players were des- 
is to be absorbed at nearby 


But after its reprieve Profes- 
sional Footballers’ Association 
secretary Graham Kelly said: 
“The crew of the good ship 
football have united to repel a 
pirate boarder.” 

The Football League is look- 
ing at ways of preventing other 
clubs being sold off and losing 
their identities. According to 
Kelly the problem is not pecu- 
liar to London clubs. 

“It is the thin edge of the 
wedge and will happen in the 
rest of the country as well,” 
he said. 

Fulham, now languishing in 
the middle of the Third Divi- 
sion after being relegated last 
year, iS not the only club under 
threat. An increasing number, 
struggling to balance their 
books and meet the wage de- 
mands of top players, are con- 
sidering mergers or ground 
sharing schemes. 

Two London clubs, Crystal 
Palace and Charlton, already 
share the Selhurst Park ground 
and recently Wimbledon an- 
nounced it was discussing a 
possible merger with Crystal 
Palace. 

“As far as soccer in west 
London is concerned there are 
loo many products chasing too 
few customers,” said Fulham 
and Marler Estates chairman 
David Bulstrode. “The implica- 
tions are the same for football 
as for any business.” 

Fulham has certainly fallen 
on hard times, The club has 
seen its lowest gates this sea- 
son and is expected to lose 
Stg400,000 ($A932,600) this 
year. Losses in the past four 
seasons topped Stgl million 
($A2.3 million) despite the sale 
of tep players. 

The reason the English cap- 
ital’s football grounds are

proving so attractive to prop- 
erty developers is the sub- 
stantial rise in land values in 
west London. 


Marler is reported to have 
paid about Stg9 million ($A21 
million) for Fulham last year. 
If the company gets planning 
permission, it will recoup its in- 
vestment several times over as 
flats in that part of the city can 
command prices of around 
$tg250,000 ($4582,875). Marler 
also owns the freehold of the 
Stamford Bridge ground where 
First Division side Chelsea is 
based, just over a kilometre 
down the road from Craven 
Cottage 


It has planning permission to 
build luxury flats and homes 
when Chelsea’s lease runs out 
in 1989. The five-bedroom 
homes featured in the plans 
would currently fetch about 
Stg500,000 ($A1.17 million) 
each, Bulstrode said. 


Bulstrode’s critics may say 
he does not have the best inter- 
ests of the game at heart, but 
he has his own view. 

“Too many businessmen 
who have bought ‘clubs run 
them as a hobby not as a busi- 
ness. Too often, success is mea- 
sured by league points and not 
by the income the club péner- 
ates. Fulham and Chelsea were 
already in dire straits before 
we became involved,” he said. 

fronically it was Fulham, a 
small club which never won 
any major honors, which 
played a key role in initiating 
football’s recent financial 
problems, 

In the early sixties, Jimmy 
Hill, then a Fulham player, ne- 
gotiated the abolition of the 
maximum wage for players 
and shortly afterwards, Ful- 
ham midfield player Johnny 
Haynes became the first 
Stgl00-a-week player (now 
about $A233).

Dynamo Kiev, apparently on the threshold of becoming one of the 
all-time greats of European club football, is in imminent danger of 
burning itself out, instead. 


Doubling up as the Soviet na- 
tional team, it faces a schedule 
reminiscent of that of its over- 
worked predecessors of the 
mid-1970s. 

The players then grew stale 
and sick of football and never 
truly fulfilled their enormous 
potential. 

This same fate could befall 
the current Kiev team. 

Towards the end of last sea- 
son — which, in an unprece- 
dented move, had been 
extended into December so 
Kiev could complete its punish- 
ing programme — Valeri Lo- 
banovsky said: “We are tired of 
football.” 

The significance of this re- 
mark was that it came from 
the man best qualified to know 
— and to worry about the con- 
sequences. For Lobanovsky is 
not only the coach of Kiev, he 
doubles up too with the nation- 
al team. 

For all that, just a couple of 
weeks after Kiev had won its 
final match against title chal- 
lenger Moscow Dynamo and 
thus retained the league 
crown, it was off on a grand 
tour of Europe, running 
around in silly indoor tourna- 
ments in Munich and Lucerne. 

Most of the players were 
then sent directly on to Italy, 
putting on their national team 
caps on the way, for a training 
camp and a friendly with 
Roma (which they duly won, 
despite being without the in- 
jured Igor Belanov, thanks to a 
lone goal from Vadim Yevtu- 
shenko in the 72nd minute). 

Then it was back to the 
Ukraine for pre-season train- 
ing at the resort of Gantiadi. 
Here again they played severa? 
friendlies as Kiev before the 
schizophrenic fixture list 
turned them back into the na- 
tional team for the friendly 
against Wales in Swansea. 

At midnight, Cinderella 
changed back into Kiev to get 
ready for the European Super- 
cup tie against Steaua Bucha- 
rest in Monaco, 

After this a holiday? Certain- 
ly not. 

On March 4 Kiev jetted away 
again, this time to play Besik- 
tas of Istanbul in the first leg of 
the Champions’ Cup quarter- 
finals. Belanov, Blokhin and Co 
had the benefit of home prepa- 
ration for this first leg. After 
all, Kiev was drawn first out of 
the hat. 

But the Turks were fright- 
ened that they would suffer the 
sort of defeat in the Soviet 
Union which ba deter any 


of their fans from paying out to 
see the return. 

So they asked Kiev to switch, 
and Kiev kindly agreed, 
though one assumes that some- 
where along the line the Kiev 
management, and maybe the 
Soviet federation too, found 
this a worthwhile manoeuvre. 

But it is, in the end, really 
the players who pay. The 
players who barely returned 
from Istanbul before they had 
to fly off again, this time to 
Soviet Georgia, to play 
against prometed Guria 
Lanchkhuti on the ‘opening 
day of the new Soviet season. 

The Besiktas return is on 
March 18, the European semi- 
finals on April 8 and 22 and 
then the European (national 
team) championship tie 
against East Germany comes 
up on April 29. 

The Soviet season will, by 
then, be just over seven weeks 
under way and already — even 
allowing for the meticulously 
scientific training schedules 
created by Lobanovsky and his 
aides — Kiev will surely be on 
its knees. 

This scenario will come as 
little surprise to veteran strik- 
er Oleg Blokhin, that star of all 
the Russias. He has known this 
sort of life for two decades, 
ever since Kiev first played in 
the European Cup when, in the 
autumn of 1967, it knocked out 
holder Celtic in the first round. 

Kiev, founded In 1927, had 
been a founder member of the 
Soviet first division and has 
never been relegated. It fin- 
ished runner-up that first year 
but had to wait until 1961 be- 
fore it became the first club 
outside Moscow to land the 
title, 

Soon it was dominating the 
Soviet scene. It achieved the 
league and cup double five 
years later and went on to a 
record-equalling hat-trick of 
league titles. 

Key players were midfield- 
ers Iosif Sabo and Viktor Sere- 
bryanikov,. the former a tough 
tackler, the latter more cul- 
tured, and forwards Valeri 
Porkuyan and _ Anatoli 
Bishovets. 

Porkuyan scored three goals 
for the national team at the 
1966 World Cup finals in Eng- 
land while Bishovets led the 
Soviet attack with distinction 
for years later in Mexico. 

He also played a decisive 
role in that first meeting with 
Celtic. Kiev was the Champi- 
ons’ Cup newcomer; Celtic was 
then the reigning European 


champion, having swept aside 
the injury-weakened Interna- 
zionale of Italy in the final a 
few months earlier. The date 
was September 19 at Celtic 
Park. 

Kiev, in the words of its 
coach, former international 
right half Viktor Maslov “does 
not come to defend. We have a 
variable system. If we have to 
defend then we defend. It we 
can attack, then we will attack. 
Even here in Glasgow.” 

It took just four minutes to 
prove the point. Sabo won the 
ball in the Kiev half, saw a gap 
and threaded his pass through 
the Celtic defence for Bisho- 
vets to fire past Ronnie 
Simpson. 

Another 24 minutes and Bi- 
shovets beat Billy McNeill for 
speed to make the score 2-0. 
Bobby Lennox pulled one back, 
to the delight of the 68,000 
crowd, in the 62nd minute, and 
Kiev keeper Rudakov made su- 
perb fingertip saves to headers 
from Johnstone and McNeill. 

But, as West German referee 
Tschenscher — who had also 
controlled the Lisbon final — 
siad: “I would not have recog- 
nised Celtic today as the same 
team that beat Inter.” 

In the return Celtic thought 
it had taken the lead when 
McNeill got the ball into the 
net in the 22nd minute. But 
Italian referee Antonio Sbar- 
della disallowed the goal. 

He alse sent off Lennox in 
the second half — minutes 
after the winger had put Celt- 
ic in front — and 16-men Celt- 
ic conceded a late equaliser 
to the ever-dangerous Bisho- 
vets. Celtic’s reign was al- 
ready over. Kiev had started 
to make a name for itself. 

At the start of the following 
European season Celtic and 
Kiev were again drawn togeth- 
er. This time Celtic protested. 
It did not want to play an East- 
ern bloc team so soon after 
Warsaw Pact tanks had rolled 
into Czechoslovakia to stifle 
the fresh air of the “Prague 
Spring”. 

Under pressure from sever- 
al other western clubs, UEFA 
reorganised the first-round 
draw and provoked the instant, 
angry withdrawal of the Sovi- 
ets and their allies. 

Ironically, the one federa- 
tion which did not join the 
Communist boycott was the 
Czechoslovak FA, which had 
the satisfaction of seeing its 
own Slovan Bratislava go on to 
win the Cup-winners’ Cup! 

But if Kiev had made a start,

Aware of the admirable 
success achieved by the 
Deutche Fussball Bund-spon- 
sored Jochen Figque in neigh- 
boring Paupa New Guinea, the 
Fijians agreed to its proposal.

it did not really take on as far 
as the international scene went 
until Lobanovsky became 
team manager. 

A former Kiev left-winger, 
who played twice for the na- 
tional side, Lobanovsky ended 
his playing career with the 
miners’ club, Shakhtyor Do- 
netsk after two seasons with 
Chernomoretz Odessa. 

He managed Dnepr from 
1968 to October 1973, when he 
returned to Kiev as boss and 
insisted on taking with him 
Oleg Bazilevich, another for- 
mer Kiev player who had been 
in charge at Shakhtyor 
Donetsk. 

Many of Lobanovsky’s ideas 
had been culled from a visit to 
West Germany to study the 
preparation of the top sides at 
a time when the likes of Bay- 
ern Munich and Borussia Moi- 
chengladbach were among the 
very best in the world. 

He learned a lot, especially 
at Borussia from its outstand- 
ing manager, Hennes 
Weisweiler. 

But Lobanovsky was also 
lucky in that his arrival at Kiev 
coincided with the emergence 
of the young Blokhin. 

In 1974 Kiev clinched its 
second double and, in May of 
1975, became the first Soviet 
team to win a European tro- 
phy when it beat Ferencvaros 
of Hungary by 3-0 in the Cup- 
winners’ Cup final in Basel. 

Later that year it clinched 
the league title for the seventh 
time in 14 seasons. 

It was then that the Soviet 
federation grew too greedy for 
its own good. Officials in far- 
away Moscow saddled the 
Ukraine club en bloc with all 
the national team fixtures and, 
when the Olympic qualifying 
team began to falter, with its 
schedule as well. 

The Kiev players had to 
maintain their fitness, enthusi- 
asm and dedication through a 
campaign which included 
Kiev's own league and cup and 
European fixtures, as well as 
the national team's friendly, 
World Cup and Olympic 
commitments. 

On one occasion they ar- 
rived back at Kiev airport 
after an away league match 
and were allowéd not even the 
chance to catch five minutes 
with their families before they 
were herded into another air- 
port lounge, onto another air- 
craft and off for another 
international fixture. 

Naturally, it all fell apart. 


In 1976 Kiev was knocked 
out of the European Cup by 
Saint-Etienne in the quarter- 
finals and, the following year, 
it beat title-holder Bayern Mu- 
nich at this stage only to lose in 
the semi-finals to Borussia 
Monchengladbach . . . that 
same Borussia from which Lo- 
banovsky had learned so 
much. A few months more and 
the USSR was eliminated from 
the World Cup qualifiers, 

Blokhin suffered a series of 
injuries and, almost simulta- 
neously, went through a prima 
donna stage. Yet, despite this, 
and despite the fact that the 
old guard — right wing Oni- 
shenko, keeper Rudakov and 
defenders Reshko and Fo- 
menko — retired, Kiev more 
than held its own in domestic 
competition 

Lobanovsky biended in his 
new youngsters to such good 
effect that Kiev still led the 
league for much of the year. 

Blokhin struck a_ hat-trick 
against relegation-bound 
Wings of the Soviet in his 201st 
league match. But Kiev began 
to lose its legs on the run-in. 

A 2-0 home defeat by Spar- 
tak Moscow proved decisive, 
because Spartak went on to 
overhaul it and win the league. 

Lobanovsky had proof that 
he was on the right track by 
now, of course. With assistant 
Anatoli Puzach — himself a 
former Kiev international 
striker — he has worked stead- 
fastly to build a team which 
has not only emulated the 
1970s side, but promises to sur- 
pass it. 

If, that is, the federation 
does not push its good tuck. 

First sign of a cloud of fa- 
tigue on the horizon came just 
before the finals of the World 
Cup last year. When Eduard 
Malofeyev appeared to be los- 
ing his grip — it was being 
whispered that the Kiev and 
Tbilisi men just would not play 
for him — the federation ap- 
pointed Lobanovsky to the job, 

Not surprisingly he in- 
creased to 12 the Kiev repre- 
sentation in the squad for 
Mexico. 

In itself, that was no prob- 
lem. The problem stems from 
the fact that Lobanovsky has 
since been confirmed not as 
short-term caretaker, but as 
Soviet chief up to and including 
the 1990 World Cup in Italy. 

Of course, he will lean most 
heavily on the players he ad- 
mires and knows best; his own 
at Kiev.

#3 Schumacher lifts the 


lid on drug abuse 


Tony Schumacher’s allegations that 
many top West German players take 'per- 
formance-enhancing drugs may end the 
brilliant goalkeeper’s career with, the 
national team and is clouding his future 
with his home club. 


The flamboyant 32-years-old goalie rocked 
West Germany’s soccer establishment with the 
allegations in his book, which was recently 
previewed in ‘Der Spiegel’ and goes on sale 
later this month. 

Schmacher has been no stranger to contro- 
versy during a career that has included 76 in- 
ternational games and more than 400 matches 
with FC Cologne in the Bundesliga. 

He became a superstar with big saves on big 
occasions, including the World Cup in Mexico 
last year. He also gained worldwide notoriety 
with a foul that nearly crippled French player 
ae Battiston in a 1982 World Cup game in 

pain. 


His book, “Anpfiff” (Starting Whistle), al- 
leges that many West German First Division 
players have been using stimulants for years. 

It also discusses some stars’ sex lives and 
drinking habits. Schumacher wrote that Paul 
Breitner used to “smoke like a chimney and 
drink like a Cossack.” Breitner, now retired, is 
threatening to sue. 

When the book’s contents became known, 
Schumacher lost his job as captain of the Na- 
tional Team and was dropped from the game 
against Israel] to be played on March 25. His 
return to the national squad looks increasing 
doubtful, 

FC Cologne suspended Schumacher from the 
next league game and the team’s business 
manager, Michael Meier, has indicated the 


goalkeeper’s contract could be terminated be- 
fore it explres in 1989. 

Schumacher Is one of the highest-paid West 
German stars. ‘Stern’ magazine reported his 
estimated annual income is $1,620,000 — half 
from endorsement fees, half from the playing 
contract. 

The-mass-circulation ‘Bild’ newspaper pre- 
dicted Schumacher would be dropped from Co- 
logne and might be forced to continue his 
career abroad. 

National team manager Franz Beckenbauver 
‘was quoted as saying Schumacher was finished 
as team captain. 

“I have now read the whole book and it’s 
even more stupid than I had thought before,” 
Beckenbauer told ‘Die Welt’ newspaper. 


“Schumacher has started a verbal assault on 
everything having to do with soccer. 

“We cannot and should not accept this with- 
out responding. He’s no longer suited to be na- 
tiona] team captain.” 

West German officials have reacted sharply 
to Schumacher’s allegations. The German Soc- 
cer Federation scheduled a meeting for last 
weekend to discuss the claims made in the 
book and his fate. 


Leading tam physicians and officials have 
proposed mandatory drug testing. But they 
hope the tests will prove Schumacher’s allega- 
tions false. 

FC Cologne said it would subject its players 
to a drug test in an attempt to clear the club’s 
reputation. 

In an interview with the ‘Die Welt’ Newspa- 
per published recently; Schumacher said he 
was happy that FC Cologne was conducting the 
drug tests. 

“It’s a beginning. Without my book, the con- 





trols would not have come so fast,” Schu- 
macher said. 

“The primary aim of my book was to make 
clear that Bundesliga players have been tak- 
ing stimulants. That’s the truth and it must be 
made public,” he said. 

“We must talk about this, before we live to 
see the day when a player collapses on the 
field,” he told Die Welt. 

Schumacher’s hopes that other players 
would support his statements have not mater- 
ijalised. National team colleague Klaus Au- 
genthaler of Bayern Munich said said he could 
never play again on the same side with 
Schumacher. 

The previous low point in Schumacher’s ca- 
reer came when he charged into Patrick Bat- 
tiston during the 1982 World Cup semi-final in 
Seville, sidelining the French defender for sev- 
eral months in one of the most brutal fouls 
seen at international level in years. 

The two later held a much-publicised recon- 
cillation but bad feelings lingered. 

Schumacher overcame condemnation at 
home and abroad for the foul on Battiston and 
maintained his place on the team with excep- 
tional saves. 

Four years later in Mexico, the outspoken 
goalkeeper seriously injured teammate 
Matthia Herget in training. 

But the “Villain of Seville” became the 
“Hero of Mexico” as he led West Germany to 
its second consecutive final with brilliant goal- 
keeping, including two penalty saves against 
the host side. 

In the final against Argentina, however, 
Schumacher misjudged a high cross and 
missed the ball, allowing the South Americans 
to open the score. Argentina went on to a 3-2 
victory. 


Schumacher and Rummenigge 
was newsworthy.

postbag and the steady demands 
for autographs, not forgetting

“lL underestimated the power 
of the speken word,” he says. “As 
a player I was just one of many, 
bit as a team boss I am obvious- 
iy the representative of Western 

erman football.” ' 

Another admitted mistake was 
his outburst at the Italian refer- 
ee Luigi Aguolin, after the 4-1 
defeat by Austria last October. 
He says: "Ef lost my cool. I was 
determined after Mexice io be- 
come quiet and more rational. 1 
reaily must learn to keep my 
mouth shut.” 

But perhaps his biggest blun- 
ders were not tactical deploy~- 
ment, or the choice of players — 
“} would even today stili have 
left Grundel, Buchwald, Funkel 
and Milt at home (‘my worst me- 
ment’) and still asked Matthaus 
ta Mark Maradona in the final — 
my biggest error was to permit 
the journalists to five in the 
same hotel as the squad. 

“For the European Champien- 
ships we shall be separated and 
train once again in a sports 
school. We will no longer be ob- 
served, spied upon, checked out, 
scrutinised, etc. 

“The worst were the scandal 
magazines whe were not inter- 
ested in considering what dam- 
age they ate doing {fo our 
footbail. 

“They even reported ‘exclu- 
sive’ stories when there weren’t 
any. Only che quarrel between

Beckenbauer has high hopes 
for the immediate future:

Jn 1982-83, 21 players were 
shown the red card, in 1985-86 
there were 31, A number of play- 
ers fufered bad injuries which 
forced some to give up their ca- 
reers, while the culprits got off 
seat-free, mainly because the 
referees failed te spot and didn’t 
punish the brutal fouls. 

General opinion is that a num- 
ber of referees pushing 5¢ are no 
longer physically able to follow 
the pace of a modern match. 

Some team managers, among 
them Erich Ribbeck ef Bayer 
Leverkusen whe claims that he 
advocated the use of twe refer- 
genthaler or Herget as ‘libero’ — 
I don’t know, we'll have to see 
about the rest.” The new team 
has to mature so he has arranged 
a series of friendlies to compen- 
sate fer the lack of competitive 
qualifying fixtures, 
ees 26 years ago, would like to 
see eaoh half of the field con- 
trolled by one referee — “J am 
conviaced that this will come 
much sooner than many people 
think.” 


Beckenbauer agrees: “The ref- © 


erees have always been exposed 
te criticism and will always re- 
main so. Because the game is 
constantly getting faster, the 
condition and stamina of the ref- 
erees suffer. 


“We should certainly experi- 
ment with two officials, perhaps 
during tournaments or friendly 
games during the summer 
break. One referee can be re- 
sponsible for each half of the 
pitch. The problems would not 
be solved, but certainly 
diminished.” 

But the proposai that players 
guilty of committing bad fouls 
should be suspended for as long 
as the victim is out of action, has 
not met with approval. 

Willie Lemke, the business 
manager of Werder Bremen, 
asks: “What would happen if a 
player is put out of action for 
good. Should the oppenent who 
caused the injury aise be thrown 
out of the game?” 

The suggestion that a free kick 
should replace the throw-in is 
certainly interesting. Becken- 
bauer thinks that throw-ins are 
“boring”; a free kick frem the 
touchline “would speed the game 
up”.

™ Liverpool, which led the English First Division for a 
brief seven-day spell in January, went top for only the 
second time this season when it took its revenge on FA 


Cup conqueror Luton. 


A 2-0 victory at Anfield. courtesy of a Jan Molby penalty and an 
own goal by Luton defender Mal Donaghy, lifted Liverpool three 
points ahead of fellow Merseysiders Everton 

And Liverpool's grip on first place could be even longer this 
time because Everton lost 1-2 to Watford. 

~~ Third-placed Arsenal, chasing a unique trophy treble, suffered 
an understandable reaction to its four-hour League Cup semi-final 
victory over Tottenham at London neighbour Chelsea, where it 


lest 1-0. 


Chelsea had eight first-team squad members unavailable 
through injury, illness and suspension and was forced to recall tiny 
striker Colin West, who had been on loan with Scottish First 


Division club Partick Thistle. 


West. 19 years old and only 1.65 metres tall, made an immediate 
impact on his debut by scoring the winner after five minutes when 
he seized on a rare David O'Leary error and tucked a firm shot 
neatly past Arsenal goalkeeper John Lukic. 

FA Cup quarter-finalist Arsenal, now four points adrift with a 
game in hand, seldom threatened the Chelsea goal though mid- 
fielder David Rocastle, who scored its extra time winner in the 
League Cup semi-final replay with Tottenham, was unfortunate to 
hit the post shortly before halftime. 

While Arsenal is beginning to show the first signs of fatigue 
after an arduous season, Liverpool, its League Cup Final oppo- 
nent on April 5, appears to be hitting top form at exactly the 


right time. 





Red Star Belgrade pro- 
duced one of the greatest 
performances in its Euro- 
pean soccer history last 
week when it beat Real 
Madrid 4-2 in a thrilling 
Champions’ Cup quarter- 
final first leg played on a 
frozen pitch in Belgrade. 

With the temperature down 
to minus 12 degrees centi- 
grade. the Yugoslav champion 
swept fo a 3- half-time lead 
and dominated the match for 
an hour with raking through 
passes and enthusiastic 
running. 

Real, with four players in 
tracksuit bottoms and several 
wearing gloves, looked 
doomed until veteran winger 
Juanito came on*as a 59th 
minute substitute for mid- 
fielder Jesus Solana. 

Juanito’s skill and accuracy 
wifh the ball transformed a 
team desperately missing in- 
jured striker Emilio Butra- 
Bueno and, though Milan 
Jankovic added Red Star's 
fourth from a penalty, Real 
struck twice through Hugo San- 
‘chez to reduce the deficit. 

Such is Real's record at 
home in European competi- 
tion, a two-goal disadvantage 
may not be beyond its powers 
of recovery, but it will need to 
be at its best to overhaul Red 
Star at the Santiago Bernabeu 
next week. 

Red Star began at a furious 
pace and swept ahead in the 
seventh minute when Mitar 
Mrkela ended a long run by 
cutting the ball back for cap- 
tain Bosko Djurovski to score 

Within 30 seconds, Real was 
awarded a penalty when a de- 
fender used his hands to block 
a drive by Michel Gonzales.

Milan Jan- 
kovic scored easily to make it 
4-1 

Still, Real came back and 
three minutes later ~ earned 
another penalty when Milivoj 
Bracun fouled Rafael Gordillo. 
Stojanovic dived to his right 
again, but this time Sanchez's 
shot was buried in the other 
corner.
